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The clergy of the diocese had the 
privilege of a day in conference with 
the Presiding Bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Henry St. George Tucker, on Friday, 
January 17th. Bishop Tucker has been 
making a trip across the continent, con- 
ferring with the bishops of the several 
provinces, and meeting with diocesan 
clergy wherever possible. 


Bishop Tucker started the morning 
by talking about the ten-year program, 
started last fall at the General Con- 
vention, under the title, “Forward in 
Service.” This movement is not to be 
a headquarters scheme of promotion, 
the Bishop said in part, but rather a 
natural, spontaneous, flexible movement 
arising right out of the heart of the 
people of the Church under a minimum 
of campaign programming. The only 
difference between the Church and any 
other human organization is that the 
Church can tap the power of God and 
mediate that power to man. It is to 
find a fuller release of that power in 
the lives of the people of the Church, 
to raise the spiritual intensity of the 
lives of churchmen and churchwomen, 
to have them feel more keenly their one- 
ness not only in Christ but in His body, 
the Church, that the “Forward in Ser- 
vice” program is directed. Its goal is 
the revitalization of the Church, and 
as such, its first objective is rededica- 
tion. 

Begin Again 


Bishop Tucker illustrated this point 
by telling the story of a professor in 
a theological school in Japan who al- 
ways asked his new classes two ques- 
tions: the first, ““Do you believe there 
is a God?”; and the second, “Do you 
believe God does anything?” Many 
who can give an intellectual yes to the 
first are not so sure of the second. The 
professor’s point was that an affirma- 
tive answer to the first meant nothing 
unless you could likewise answer af- 
firmatively to the second. It is not a 
rededication to belief that God exists, 
that we want; it is rededication to the 
belief that God does things that is 
needed. “We have to make God a 
power, not a belief, in our life,” the 
Bishop said. 

Conversely, if such a belief becomes 
a vital part of us, we must commit our- 
selves to God and do something for 
Him. We must pray that our will be 
His will. Prayer must never be an ask- 
ing of something of God that we are 
too lazy to do ourselves. God does not

answer prayer in that fashion or of 
that sort. ‘While God answers prayer 
in many ways unknown to us,” the 
Bishop said, “God chiefly answers 
prayer by giving us the opportunity 
to cooperate with Him.” God works 
through empowered disciples, not 
through magic. 

Following this first step of rededica- 
tion on the part, first of all, of clergy 
and the chief laymen and laywomen, 
comes the second step: the revitaliza- 
tion of our communicant lists. While 
the Episcopal Church lists some 1,400,- 
000 communicant members, that does 
not mean that these are all active 
churchmen and churchwomen. There 
must, therefore, be an effort to reach 
the lukewarm, the indifferent, the lapsed 
members of our own congregations. 


A Cup of Coffee 


Again, with one of his telling illus- 
trations, Bishop Tucker emphasized 
this point. “There is nothing more stim- 
ulating than a delicious cup of hot 
coffee. There is no more insipid drink 
on earth than that same cup of coffee 
poured into a bucket of cold water.” 
Yet the Church, he concluded, is too 
much like that bucket of insipid coffee, 
diluted down to pale weakness by the 
nominal members of our congregations. 
It is these we must first reach. And this 
reaching of our own lapsed members is 
to be the chief objective of the “For- 
ward in Service” movement in 1941 as 
it starts on its ten-year program. 

The Bishop here stressed the fact 
that there is no complete outline as 
yet for all the ten years. In fact, the 
planning of the definite work for later 
years must wait, perhaps, for the re- 
sults of the first years to see just what 
direction the later work will take. That 
is the difference between a movement 
and a campaign. This is a movement 
which must live and grow with the 
Church in the coming years to be ef- 
fective. 


New Day for U.S. A. 


The third great objective of the 
movement, in the years immediately fol- 
lowing this one, is to make America 
more Christian, The Bishop said that 
the real test of a parish is not in a grow- 
ing communicant list but rather in the 
influence that that parish is having upon 
its surrounding community. Similarly, 


if America as a great democratic, and 


somewhat Christian nation, is to take 
her full place in the world of the next

decades, she must be a Christian Amer- 
ica far more than at present. The Chris- 
tianizing of our own social order is the 
fulfilling of our obligation as disciples 
to mediate the power of God to all peo- 
ples. “What do we mean by being a 
Christian?” the Bishop asked. “A 
Christian is not only a person who 
wants to make himself better, but who 
wants to make his neighbor better, too. 
To be more Christian means to be more 
interested in the world outside your- 
self.” 

This leads to the last and fourth part 
of the “Forward in Service” movement, 
and that is, after making America more 
Christian, to make America a nation 
with a world vision and to make our 
indifferent Christians more vitally in- 
terested in the world as a great family 
unit. We cannot be parochial or provin- 
cial any longer in this world and sur- 
vive. Limited loyalty is a dangerous 
thing, whether in the economic or po- 
litical or spiritual sphere. There is room 
for but one loyalty, and that is to God 
and His children everywhere. 


More Prayer More Power 


The meeting was then turned over to 
the clergy for free discussion and ques- 
tion and answer with the Bishop. Plans 
were developed, for giving reality to 
“Forward in Service” in the diocese, as 
in the rest of the Church, in the next 
three months. The Epiphany Season 
will be the period of preparation of the 
clergy, by prayer, by study, that they 
may be ready and willing to lead in this 
great movement. Lent will be the time 
when by special sermons, by study and 
prayer groups, by individual consulta- 
tions, the active lay people of the parish 
may be fully enlisted in the movement. 
Then during the Great Fifty Days be- 
tween Easter and Whitsunday, there 
will be an every-member visitation 
throughout the nation, teams of lay peo- 
ple going by twos to every home, and 
seeking to win back to keener devotion 
those who are affiliated with the par- 
ishes and missions of our Episcopal 
Church. 

After a luncheon recess, the group 
met again in the afternoon for a fuller 
discussion of methods, suggestions, 
techniques, and the like. 

* * * 

Perhaps the most significant result 
of the whole day was the feeling of 
great confidence which the presence of 


the Presiding Bishop gave to those pres-

Something should be said about the 
remarkable showing of the United 
Choirs at the inspiring service in honor 
of Bishop Parsons on December 29th.

Sidney Lewis at the organ did a mas- 
terly bit of work in holding them to- 
gether.

The anthem will be 
“Send Out Thy Light,” by Gounod, 
and the hymns will be “From the East- 
ern Mountains”, “God Is Working His 
Purpose Out” and “Jesus Shall Reign.” 
Tuesday evening at 8 o’clock is the 
time for the err Mass Meeting. 

The annual report of St. Elizabeth’s 
Guild shows a surprising volume of 
work done for many institutions.

Bishop Tucker, the Presiding Bishop, 
addressed the student body and the 
girls from St. Margaret’s House on 
January 16. 

The Presiding Bishop, since his visit 
to the school two years ago, has ex- 
pressed deep concern for the continued 
development of the Church Divinity 
School. He said that he regarded it as 
the work of most strategic importance 
in the Province.

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BOOK NOTES 


By R. C. Miller 


A book on theology which is awarded 
a $15,000 prize is indeed news. Har- 
ris F. Rall’s Christianity (Scribners, 
$2.50) won this competition from over 
two hundred contestants. It is a book 
which gives us the reasons for our be- 
liefs. It is not so much a list of argu- 
ments for converting an atheist as it is 
a reasoned statement of the beliefs al- 
ready held by most Christians. 

In Anno Domini (Harpers, $2.50), 
Kenneth Latourette of Yale traces the 
development of the impact of Jesus on 
the lives of men. It is a brief and well- 
written story of the expansion of the 
Church, showing how there have been 
cycles of imcreased and decreased in- 
fluence during the last 1900 years. It 
reflects his more technical six-volume 
work. 

In This Holy Fellowship, edited by 
E. R. Hardy, Jr., and W. N. Pittenger 
(Morehouse-Gorham, $2.50), former 
students do honor to Professor Frank 
Gavin. The S are uneven im 
merit, but will be useful to many 
parish priests. Ferris on affirmative 
preaching, Pittenger on Christian as- 
sertions, Bayne on pastoral care, and 
Rice on the use of psychology, pro- 
vide the most helpful articles. 


Douglas Clyde Macintosh has pro- 
vided a thorough, technical and well- 
documented treatment of The Prob- 
lem of Religious Knowledge (Harp- 
er’s, $3.50), which tells about mystics, 
idealists, humanists, rationalists, agnos- 
tics, pragmatists, reactionaries, and 
finally Macintosh’s own position. All 
the greater thinkers appear here, pre- 
sented with objective scholarship and 
critical acumen. 

Charles Clayton Morrison’s What 
Is Christianity? (Willett, Clark, $3.00) 
is sure to cause excitement, but few 
will agree with his conclusions. His is 
a “high church” Protestantism which 
equates Christianity with the church 
and fails to do justice to Christianity 


as a relationship between man and the 
Father of Jesus Christ. At the same 
time, the book is full of rich sugges- 
tions and correctives which no one cam 
ignore, and is deserving of a wide 
reading. 


Many people who have difficulty 
finding portions of the Bible to read 


will be helped by The Short Bible 
(Modern Library, 95c), which pre- 
sents selections from the various books 
in chronological order, in the language 
of the American people, with mterest- 
ing and brief statements, telling how 
the particular book came to be writ- 
ten. It is not a substitute for the 
complete Bible, but a supplement for 
understanding the whole. 

In The Gospel and the Church 
(Scribner’s, $3.50), Camon Charles E. 
Raven supplies a much-needed cor- 
rective to recent excesses in transcen- 
dental theology. The original gospel 
has been greatly distorted and swept 
from its historical moorings. The love 
and fellowship of the first century 
Christianity began to be lost, and the 
church was changed from an o i 
into an organization. Proof of this dis- 
tortion lies in the readiness with which 
obscurantist theology, rooted in pessi- 
mism and despair, is accepted in our 
modern life. 

Bishop Stevens of Los Angeles has 
given us a delightful and informal his- 
tory of the recent years of the Church 
in his life of Frederic Morehouse, en- 
titled Editor's Quest (Morehouse-Gor- 
ham, $2.50). It is a book full of humor 
and anecdote, and traces the influence 
of one of the leading editors of a great 
Church paper. Through Morehouse’s 
life we can see inside the workings of 
the Church, the spirit of some famous 
conferences, and the meaning of inter- 
esting controversies. Bishop Stevens 
has told the story well, and it will be 
of interest both as biography and as 
Church history. 
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House of Young 
Churchmen Convention 


Of special interest to al] young peo- 
ple of the diocese is the Sixth Annual 
Convention of the House of Young 
Churchmen. The Convention will be 
held February 15th and 16th at Christ 
Church, Alameda. This year the Con- 
vention promises to be most mterest- 
ing and beneficial for all who attend. 
The theme of the Convention is “Con- 
scripting Ourselves for Christ,” and 
this theme will be developed by the two 
main speakers, Dr. Rembhardt, presi- 
dent of Mill’s College, Oakland, who 
will speak in the afternoon, and Bishop 
Block, who will be the after-dimner 
speaker. There will also be discussions 
of the diocesan program of the House 
of Young Churchmen. 

Because of the large attendance ex- 
pected, overmight accommodations can 
only be extended to delegates; alter-

Saint Margaret’s House 


Two notable events took place at 
Saint Margaret’s House during the 
month of January. At New Year’s, the 
Provincial College Commission held a 
conference for college chaplains, col- 
lege workers and those immediately 
interested. Headquarters for the con- 
ference were at Saint Margaret’s House 
where all the sessions were held. Each 
morning there was a celebration of the 
Holy Communion and each evening ves- 
pers in the Chapel of the Church Divin- 
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ity School of the Pacific. The house 
was honored at that time by the pres- 
ence of Bishop Keeler of Minnesota, 
Bishop and Mrs. Stevens from the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, Rev. Frederick 
Kellogg, Chaplain of Harvard; not to 
list others who came from various sec- 
tions of the province. 

Another notable event occurred on 
January 16th when the Presiding 
Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Henry St. George 
Tucker and Bishop Block, the new 
president of the board of trustees of 
Saint Margaret’s House, came to Saint 
Margaret’s for dinner, bringing their 
greetings and blessing not only to the 
immediate household of graduate stu- 
dents who are in the Church training 
course, and the undergraduate resi- 
dents, but to members of the Cranmer 
(or Canterbury) Council who were 
holding a meeting at Saint Margaret’s 
at the time. 


National Christian Mission 

The National Christian Mission will 
take place in Northern California dur- 
ing the week of March 9-16. Among 
the twenty-five outstanding speakers 
who will be here will be E. Stanley 
Jones of India, Muriel Lester of Lon- 
don, Mrs. Harper Sibley of Rochester, 
Reinhold Niebuhr of New York, Al- 
bert W. Palmer of Chicago and Fred- 
erick Norwood of Vancouver. There 
will be evening mass meetings in S2n 
Francisco and Oakland daily. During 
the week the visiting speakers are to 
make several hundred addresses before 
service clubs, high school students, 
lodges and other groups which are not 
connected with the Church. Mornings 
and afternoons there will be seminars 
and other meetings. These will be listed 
in next month’s CHURCHMAN, together 
with meetings at several places outside 
the Bay area. 

The general chairman is Dr. W. Paul 
Reagor of the First Christian Church, 
Oakland, and the executive secretary, 
Mr. Lawton D. Harris of the Eastbay 
Church Federation, 2051 Telegraph 
Avenue, Oakland. The cooperating 
committee of the Diocese of California 
consists of Rev. Messrs. Sumner Wal- 
ters, chairman; John Leffler, Paul Lit- 
tle, Ph.D., Russell Staines of San 
Francisco ; John Craine and A. Ronald 
Merrix of Oakland, Lindsay Patton of 
Berkeley, Mark Rifenbark, D.D., of 
San Jose, and C. M. Hulsewe of 
Carmel. 


Immediately following the Mission 
there is to be an extensive continuation 
program of Home Visitation Evangel- 
ism. Church people are asked to help 
meet the expenses of the Mission by 
taking registrations at 50¢ each. 
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St. Mary’s, Pacific Grove, 
Has Pageant for 
British Relief 

On the evening of January 12th, there 
was an historical pageant in St. Mary’s- 
by-the-Sea, Pacific Grove, at which 
time the offering for the British mis- 
sions was taken, amounting to over 
$175. People, on entering the Church, 
found that the chancel had been 
screened off with a light gauze curtain, 
and choir seats arranged in the nave. 
After a processional hymn, with semor 
and jumior choirs participating, there 
was sung Evensong. Then the rector, 
the Rev. Charles R. Greenleaf, an- 
nounced the purpose of the service and 
offering, and started to tell the story of 
the founding of the Episcopal Church 
by the Church of England from 1579 
to 1787. As he spoke, the Church lights 
were turned off and the special chancel 
footlights turned on to illuminate a se- 
ries of tableaus of the events he was 
describing. The tableaus were easily 
seen through the screen, and changes 
were made when the Church lights were 
on and the chancel lights off. The scenes 
were: 

(a) Sir Francis Drake’s chaplain 
reading from the Prayer Book on the 
Califormia coast in 1579. 

(b) The first communion service at 
Jamestown by Chaplain Hunt in 1607. 

(c) Founding of Trinity Church, 
New York, in 1697. 

(d) Founding of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel and the So- 
ciety for the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge in 1700. 

(e) John Wesley, a Church of Eng- 
land clergyman, sent to Georgia in 1735 
by the S. P. G. to convert the Indians. 

(f) The founding of Old North 
Church, Boston, in 1723, and the hang- 
ing of Paul Revere’s lanterns on April 
18, 1775. 

(g¢) Meeting of Christ Church vestry, 
Philadelphia, on the evening of July 
4, 1776. 

(h) Consecration of Bishop White 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury in 
1787. In this tableau, Bishop Block, 
who was present, took the part of the 
Archbishop, and the Rev. Albert E. 
Clay, rector emeritus of Pacific Grove, 
the part of Bishop White in whose 
Church he had several times preached. 

Members of the choir then took the 
parts of the many autonomous daughter 
churches of the Church of England in 
Australia, Canada, Africa, India, etc., 
to show that the Anglican Communion, 
with nearly 40,000,000 members, is the 
third largest of the great Christian com- 
munions. 


The Church was then completely

darkened, and a floodlight outside 
turned on to shine through the altar 
window, a scene of the Annunciation, 
to symbolize the founding of St. Mary’s 
Parish in 1887. Mr. Greenleaf then 
told how five of St. Mary’s ten rectors 
since then had come from the Church 
of England, showing the especial in- 
debtedness of the parish to England. 
These five, all living, are the Rev. Gnif- 
fin M. Cutting, the Rev. Edward H. 
Molony, the Rev. Ernest Bradley, the 
Rev. W. H. G. Battershill, and the Rev. 
Albert E. Clay. 

During this period the chancel had 
been cleared and the curtains opened. 
The Church was then fully lighted for 
the receiving of the offering by Bishop 
Block, and the closing prayers, bene- 
diction, and recessional hymn.

Margaret I. Marston, who took office 
January Ist as executive secretary of 
the National Woman’s Auxiliary, calls 
for a “readiness to be witnesses to the 


power of God in the world even in these 
dark days.” 


“Our readiness will be tested by a 
demand for constant self-giving,” Miss 
Marston said, “for obedience more 
strict than most of us are used to offer- 
ing, for a fortitude more enduring than 
we have been called upon to show in 
our generation. 


“We shall be asked to work and give 
for the sick, the starving, and the home- 
less people of China; to sew and knit 
for the suffering peoples of Europe; to 
send aid to missions ordinarily sup- 
ported by countries now at war. But 
these must be in addition to the steady 
flow of supplies and funds for the con- 
tinuing work of our own missions and 
missionaries all over the world, and not 
substitutes for our regular obligations. 


“God's call to the Church today also 
places responsibility upon women to use 
their imagination and to exercise their 
wills, as much as to spend time and 
energy in constructive work. As we 
enter this new Triennium, we recall 
Bishop Tucker’s statement that to go 
forward in service ‘does not mean so 
much new tasks, as the more effective 
performance of the task already under- 
taken. Nor does it require new agencies 
and more committees, but rather the 
injection of more life, more energy into 
our existing organizations.’ 

“The task which confronts the 
Woman’s Auxiliary,” Miss Marston 
concludes, “is to renew our faith in the 
power of God, to discover more fruit- 
ful ways to expressing that faith in ac- 
tion, and to create opportunities for 
more men, women, young people and 
children to experience the trans forming 
power of God. As heirs of a great tradi- 
tion, we must give all that we are and 


have to this task.”

For Use of Episcopalians 


New York, N. Y.—After considera- 
tion at intervals for the past twenty 
years, the Episcopal Church has finally 
adopted an official Church flag, to be 
displayed in chancels or used in proces- 
sionals. The flag adopted was designed 
by William M. Baldwin of New York 
City, who explains that the “central 
feature of the flag is a red cross on 
a white field, the cross extending to 
all four edges of the field. In the upper 
left corner is a blue field on which nine 
white Jerusalem crosses are arranged 
in the form of a St. Andrew’s cross.” 


“The red cross has symbolized the 


Christian Church since the third cen- 
tury,’ said Mr. Baldwin, “and the blue 


field represents the traditional color of * 
the Virgin Mary.
